Danish seamen 
claim Israeli 
firm violating 
SA embargo 


COPENHAGEN (AFP) — Three 
Danish freighters under contract to 
an Israeli have been shipping 
arms to South Africa in violation of 
a United Nations embargo, the head 
of the Danish Seamen's Union 
charged yesterday. 

The same union previously un- 
covered arms trafficking between 
the United States, Israel and tran. in 
the Lrangate scandal. 

Union Secretary-General Henrik 
Berlau said that the Israeli firm 
Mano Seaways had chartered the 
ships Herborg and Karoline, owned 
by Herborg Shipping, and the 
Dorthe Lea, of Difko Leasing. 

The vessels carried arms to South 
Africa this year, and in 1985-86, he 
said, quoting reports from crew 
members. 

Mano Seaways specializes in 
transporting Israeli weapons to cen- 
tra] and Latin America and to South 
Africa, he said. 

The Dorthe Lea. leased for five. 
years, had been held in the South 
African port of Durban since Janu- 
ary. Authorities there were claiming 
$2 million in damages for an alleged 
cargo of sardines damaged en route 
from Chile. 

“Tt was arms, not sardines, the 
union leader said. “It would be na- 
ive to think a cargo of tinned fish 
costs that much, and that the Israelis 
chartered a Danish ship — whose 
prices aren't the lowest — to trans- 
port it.

Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres has emerged from his most 
recent meetings with Soviet offi- 
cials clearly more encouraged 
about the Kremlin's attitude ta- 
ward the Arab-Israeli peace pro- 
cess than is Secretary of State 
George Shultz and other senior 
U.S. policymakers. 

This was underscored yesterday 
in the aftermath af the foreign min- 
ister's previously unannounced 
meeting with the Soviet ambassador 
in Washington, Anatoly Dubinin. 

Peres and Dubinin met for over 
an hour Tuesday evening at the 
Washington residence of Edgar 
Bronfman, president of the World 
Jewish Congress. Bronfman, wha 
himself just visited Moscow. did not 
participate: he is currently in 
Australia. 


Israeli officials close to Peres ve» 
terday said that the Soviets appear 
to have changed their position on 
the nature of an international peace 
conference, moving closer to the 
U.S. position. 

The Peres aides confirmed that 
the foreign minister was more opti- 
mistic about the general direction of 
Soviet policy than the Americans 
who have continued to play down 
Suggestions of a more cooperutive 
Soviet approach. 

Senior aides to Peres said thai 
Dubinin, during the meeting. read 
from a lengthy Sovict position puper 
on the Middle East. The ambass:- 
dar was joined by his senior Middle 
East adviser, Oleg Derkowsky. 
Peres was accompanied by Ambiy- 
sador Moshe Arad and Nimrod No- 
vick. his political adviser.

Shamir was intended target of U.S. criticism

The Reagan administration yes- 
terday refused to back down from its 
oblique criticism of Prime Minister 
Shamir made following Foreign Shi- 
mon Peres's latest talks in Washing- 
ton with President Reagan and Sec- 
retary of State George Shultz. 

Privately. top U.S. officials con- 
firmed that the sharply worded criti- 
cism in Tuesday's statement by the 
president was primarily aimed at 
Shamir, whose positions are seen in 
Washington as a major obstacle to 
the peace process. 

In contrast to the thinly veiled 
attack on Shamir, the statement 
heaped javish praise on Peres. The 
Americans said they wanted to dra- 
matically underscore their gratitude 


to Peres for supporting Shultz’s 
peace initiative. including it» call for 
ἃ limited internauional conference. 

The implied critcism of Shamir 
and the praise of Peres has set off 
squabbles within the Likud and be- 
tween the Prime Minister's Office 
and the Foreign Ministry. though 
Shamir has tried to contain them. 

The foreign minister. who left 
Washington on Tuesday evening far 
an overnight visit to Toronto before 
flying to New York yesterday. pub- 
licly sought to play down the anu- 
Shamir aspect of the White House 
statement, 

Asked during a television inter- 
view whether Shamir was the target 
of the criticism, Peres replied: “Nut 
necessarily. 1 know some leaders 
who are a stumbling block all the 
time on the road to peace. not nec- 


essurily in Israel. and I don’t think 
ong should artribute it necessarily to 
Mr. Shamir.” 

Shultz is due τὸ rectum τὸ the Mid- 
dle Eust in curly June. immediately 
following the superpower summit in 
Moscow. The secretary is deter- 
mined τὸ maintain the appearance 
af diptomutic momentum, fearing 
that a collapse of the peace process 
would further destabilize the region. 

Shamir refrained from comment- 
ing yesterday on Reagan's praise of 
Peres and enticism of “leaders who 
are negative” towards the peace 
process.

Doubts about Ben-Porat 
candidacy delay vote ᾿ 
for state comptroller

The identity of the next state 
comptroller is suddenly in doubt, 
now that retired Supreme Court jus- 
tice Miriam Ben-Porat appears to be 
having second thoughts about her 
candidacy. 

When the week opened, the 
Knesset authorities announced that 
the plenum would hold a secrei bal- 
lot on June 7 to elect the next state 
comptroller. Yesterday, they can- 
celled this announcement. It was ex- 
plained informally that although the 
Ben-Porat proposal was thought to 
be all wrapped up last weekend, it 
emerged otherwise subsequently: 

Before Ben-Porat had second 
thoughts, both Prime Minister Sha- 
mir and Foreign Minister Peres had 
agreed that the Likud and the Align- 
ment would back her candidacy, if 
she consented to stand, and at that 
time they bad assurances from se- 
nior MKs in both their factions that 
she indeed would stand. 

Her grounds for wavering are 
thought speculatively to include the 
fact that she has reached the age of 
70. the reason for her statutory re~ 
tiremtent from the Supreme Court, a 
fact which was pointed out this week 
by Ha'aretz columnist Yoel Marcus, 
who suggested that there was no 


shortage of younger and qualified 
candidates for the comptroller’s 


post. 

Likud faction chairperson Sara 
Doron told The Jerusalem Post yes- 
terday that if additional factions oth- 
er than the Likud and the Align- 
ment joined forces with them. 
making up ἃ potential total of more 
than 90 out of the 120 MKs, Ben- 
Porat might be convinced that no- 
body was concerned about her age 
and her aptitude. 

Prof. David 1051, former dean 
of the Tel Aviv University law facut- 
ty and now chairman of the crucizl 
Knesset State Control Committee. 
said Ben-Porat's age was no obsta~ 
cle. “I hope she will realize how 
much support she has in the House 
and that nobody here questions her 
capacity to be a fine comptroller for 
many years.” 

Should Ben-Porat withdraw. an- 
other likely candidate for the job 
would be Haim Kubersky, former 
director-general of the Interior 
Ministry. 

Former Supreme Court justice 
Moshe Etzioni told The Post that 
Ben-Porat should make up ber mind 
τὸ accept or reject the offered post 
on the strength of her own instincts 
first and foremost.

U.S. officials say Ukraine blast

WASHINGTON (Reuter) -- A huge 
explosion in the Ukraine has de- 

ἃ the Soviet Union’s only pro- 
duction line for the main motor of 
its new rail-mounted §S-24 nuclear 


. missile, U.S. defence officials said 


yesterday. 

They said the blast last Thursday 
at ἃ solid-rocket propellant plant 
near Pavlograd, 800 km. southwest 
of Moscow, would delay SS-24 pro- 
duction for at feast six months but 
would not weaken Soviet nuclear 


“Tt was a hell of an explosion. All 
that’s Jeft of one building at the 
plant is a bole in the ground. Anoth- 
er building was also damaged,” said 
one of the officials. “The building 
that's gone was the only production 

‘line for the main motor of the $S-24, 
which was deployed last year. It will 
probably take six months to get it 
going again,” he said. 

* Jn Moscow, a Soviet spokesman 
said yesterday the blast did sot in- 
volvé missite fuel or rockets. Gen- 
nady Gerasimov of the Foreign Min- 


. istry said three people had been 
killed in an explosion at a chemical 
plant in the Ukraine that produced 
industrial explosives. : 

U.S. intelligence sources said, 
however, satellite photographs of 
the Soviet facility showed the explo- 


sion was the second at a superpower | 


missile-propellant plant in two 
weeks. 

On May 4 a blast destroyed 2 
factory near Las Vegas, Nevada, 
that made a key chemical used in 
fuel for America’s MX missile and 
space shuttle programmes. The 
American explosion followed a 
small fire at the Las Vegas plant, 
where two people were killed. 
There was no immediate indication 
what might have caused the Soviet 
blast. 

“Solid rocket fuel has te consis- 
tency of a rubber pencil eraser after 
it is moulded. And despite what 
some people think, an clectrical 
spark can set it off,” private defence 
analyst John Pike said yesterday. 

“The Soviets have had a lot of 


trouble with the SS-24 testing pro- 
gramme for the last five years. They 
have always lagged behind the U. S. 
in the solid-fuel rocket business,” he 
said. 

A brief statement on the Soviet 
blast was issued by the U.S. defence 
intelligence agency through the Pen- 
tagon, It said only: “An explosion 
on May 12 in Paviograd destroyed 
several buildings at a Soviet propel- 
lant plant. Apparently this will delay 
Soviet solid propellant missile pro- 
grammes.” Defence Secretary 
Frank Carlucci announced last 
month that the Soviet Union had 
already deployed about 10 of the 10- 
warhead SS-24s on rail cars. The 
missiles have a range of 9,920 km. 
and, because they can be shifted 
about quickly, are almost impossi- 
ble to destroy before they can be 
fired, according to the Defence De- 

ent. 

The Soviet Union earlier de- 
ployed another ground-based mo- 
bile strategic missile, the single-war- 
head 55:25,

He published “Kev Facts in Gas- 
troenterology™ in 1986. and served 
as deputy director and acting direc- 
tor of the internal medicine depart- 
ment at Kupat Holim’s Beilinson 
Hospital in Tei Aviv.

ROME - Italian Jewish leaders re-

official Catholic body or publication 
has been fostering anti-semitism and 
yesterday repeated the charges. 
Chief Rabbi Elio Toatf and Profes- 
sor Giacomo Saban, president of the 
Rome Jewish community, again 
branded several Catholic newspa- 
pers, saying that anti-Semitism was 
being fomented through biased re- 
porting about Israel. 

The increasing number of anti- 
Semitic incidents in Italy “are remi- 
niscent of those that occurred 
years ago and which preceded the 
legislation of the fascist racial laws 
against Jews,” said Rabbi Toaff at a 
news conference here. 

Last week, Rabbi Toaff criticized 
the Vatican as well as the Catholic 
press, but Vatican officials denied 
any responsibility for the publica~ 
tions’ anti-Semitic remarks.

BONN (AP) -- Werner Nachmann, 
the late head of West Germany's 
Jewish community, allegedly em- 
bezzled millions of dollars from gov- 
emment reparations to Holocaust 
survivors to bankroll his troubled 
business, a family lawyer said 
yesterday.

bezzled millions from Holocaust

The Hessische Rundfunk radio 
station in Frankfurt said Tuesday 
that Nachmann was suspected of 
embezzling about 33 million 
Deutschmarks ($19 m.).

But Paepcke said 
yesterday the figure could be sub- 


stantially higher.

Navon to scrutinize circulars

Gadna barred from activities in areas 


High school pupils enrolled in 
Gadna (paramilitary training) will 
no longer be sent to serve with IDF 
troops engaged in “current activi- 
ties” in the territories, nor will they 
serve in camps where prisoners from 
the territories are held, Education 
Minister Yitzhak Navon told the 
Knesset yesterday. 

Navon was replying to ἃ question 
raised by Mapam's Yair Tsaban in 
the wake of revelations earlier this 


week of Gadna youngsters partici- 
pating in beatings of Arab prisoners 
while serving in a West Bank army 
camp. 

Navon said that his ministry and 
the army were investigating and that 
findings so far had revealed that one 
pupil and one soldier only had beer 
involved. 

There was no policy, Navon said, 
of promising the Gadna that they 
would not serve in the territories. 


Arab guilty of manslaughter 
in volunteer soldier’s death 


HAIFA (Itim) -- Jamil Jarar, 26, of 
the village of Fundukumiya near 
Jenin, was yesterday found guilty of 
manslaughter in the death of volun- 
teer soldier Hanoch Peter Denman. 
last September. Jarar was also found 
guilty of kidnapping the soldier. 
Denman’s body was‘ found in the 
Kfar Masaryk cotton fields near 
Acre. He was a former Dutch Chris- 
tian who had converted and volun- 
teered for service in the LDF. 


In finding Sarar guilty of man- 
slaughter the court rejected the 
prosecution's demand that he be 
found guilty of murdering Denman. 


Jarar admitted to having planned 
the kidnapping of a soldier for the 
purpose of stealing his weapon, to- 
gether with Lutfi Hejazi of Tamra. 
Hejazi has since been found guilty 
of Denman’s murder. 

The court accepted Jarar’s ver- 
sion that he was supposed to have 
axed Denman to death at a signal 
from Hejazi. after they picked him 
up in the latter's car outside Acre. 
But Jarar claimed that when Hejazi 
had given the agreed sign, he had 
hot gone through with the axcing. 
ftastead. he had fled in the car. and 
Hejazi is believed to have perpetrat- 
ed the murder.

Handing over such matters to the security 

* apparatus is tantamount to committing suicide 

as a state of law. The secrecy with which the 

᾿ arrests arc made is explained by the vague 

ἡ term “security.” Zucker writes, continuing: 

“As if security depended on the moral corrup- 

tion of Israel.” 

Zucker's report points to some 10,000 peo- 
: ple now in detention in the territories. Of 
these, 4.500 were imprisoned before the start 
of the uprising; 1.900 are administrative de- 
tainees. and 3.100 are being detained pending 

* trial and sentencing. 


Prior to the uprising. only about 70 people 
were held at any one time in administrative 
detention. 

Among those in administrative detention 
are 28 journalists and another nine people 
involved in gathering information on human 
rights violations. The other detainees in this 
category include seven women, a 75-year-old 
man. Mubmad Abdel Zakma, of Dir Razali. 
near Jenin: and a 28-year-old man. Mondil 
Mussa Abu Romi, who underwent open heart 
surgery three years ago and is now being held 
at Kerziot. 

In contravention of Clause 49 in the Geneva 
Convention, 75 per cent of the administrative 
detainees are held in Ketziot, within the inter- 
nationally recognized boundaries of the state, 
he says. The convention states unequivocally 
that “the forced transfer of protected persons, 
whether individuals or groups. and the depor- 
tation of such persons from the conquered 
territory to the territory of the conquering 
power or to the territory of any other country, 
whether the area is conquered or not, are 
forbidden. under no matter what motive.” 


And in contravention of Israeli law, admi- 
mistrative detainees are denied the special 
privileges that they are supposed to enjoy in 
light of the fact that their detention is not a 
punishment but a preventive measure. Thus, 
Zucker asserts, most detainees have πὸ ac- 
cess. as they should by law. to radio. television 


or newspapers, civilian clothing or canteen 
facilities. 

There exists no single centralized list of all 
administrative detainees, the place of their 
incarceration or their personal: details.: Nor 
can the Red Cross provide details on more 
than a certain proportion of the prisoners. 
Zucker ποῖε5. 

Many of those held only find out that they 
are administrative detainees after they are 
identified as such during processing at Dahar- 
iya or Gaza prison camps, where their fate is 
decided. 

In mid-March, the IDF commanders of the 
Central and Southern Regions signed orders 


Teversing an agreement arrived at in 1979 


between then-president Jimmy Carter and then- 
premier Menachem Begin which placed ad- 
ministrative detainees in the territories on the 
same footing as those in Israel. 

Thus there is no longer an obligation to 
bring the adminstrative detainee before a mili- 
tary judge with the rank of sgan aluf or higher 
within 96 bours. Until mid-March, a judge 
could cancel or shorten the term of detention, 
and if the detainee was not brought before a 
judge within the 96 hours, he was automatical- 
ly freed. 

Similarly, extensions of arrest are no Jonger 
subject to judicial control; there is an advisory 
body attached to the area commander, but its 
power is strictly limited to making 
recommendations. 


The change in the law has effectively 
tobbed the administrative detainces of any 
power of appeal. Zucker writes. 

The power to order administrative deten- 
tion has bcen given to a number of command- 
ers of the rank of aluf mishne in each sub- 
region. These officers are empowered to 
extend detention orders every six months 
without consulting any legal body. , 

The permissive nature of the law, says 
Zacker, has made it possible in some cases for 
people to be held where there is insufficient 
evidence to bring them to trial in the normal 
manner. 

Zucker’s report concludes with a “profile” 
based on 330 cases of which he has full details. 
Of these 15 per cent are aged between 16 and 
21: 58 per cent between 21 and 30; the rest are 
over 30, d 

Twenty-five per cent were enrolled in tertia- 
ry educational institutions; 4 per cent bave six 
years or less of schooling; 53 per cent have had 
between seven and I1 years: 6 per cent have 
had 12 years; and 10 per cent hold university 
degrees, Ε 

The failure of the legal community to take ἃ 
firm stand on the issue, Zucker says, is tanta- 
mount to complicity and support for the sys- 
tem. Pleading security considerations, without 
probing exactly what these mean and what the 
limits are. will leave those who seek to evade 
the issue in the position of having to justify the 
arrests.

The Golden Temple complex had been surrounded 
since May 9 by about 2.800 policemen, commandos and 
paramilitary troops. They were called in when Sikh 
extremists inside the shrine fired on police officers mak- 
ing an inspection just outside the walls. 

Security forces are hesitant to enter the temple for 
fear of offending devout Sikhs. 

The Indian army raided the shrine in June 1954 to 
drive militants from the complex. More than 1.200 
people, mostly Sikhs, were killed in the 1984 raid. 

Less than five months later, Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi was assassinated by two Sikh bodyguards in 
revenge.

With less than six months to go 
before the November 8 election to 
choose 2 successor to President Rea- 
gan. the Gallup organization said 
Dukakis. governor of Mussiuchu- 
setts, held a 54-38 per cent lead over 
Vice President Bush. 

It was the third major national 
poll this week that showed Dukakis, 
virtually unknown outside his home 


State a year ago, with a solid lead 
against Bush. who has locked up the 
Republican nomination. 

A CBS/New York Times pol) re- 
leased Monday showed Dukakis 
leading Bush 49-39 per cent and 
beuting him in all regions of the 
country if the election were held 
now. A day earlier. ἃ Lou Hutris 
poll gave Dukakis a 5043 per cent 
edge. And a Los Angeles Times poll 
said Dukakis held a 53~36 per cent 
lead over Bush in California.

Dukakis rolled up another im- 
pressive primary election victory on 
Tuesday, defeating black civil rights 
leader Jesse Jackson 56-38 per cent 
in Oregon.

They are more mature 
than scientists elsewhere, and here 
science and culture go along 50 
well.” ᾿ 

He was amazed, he said, at what 
Ysraeli scientists managed to accom- 
plish, givea the burdens of their mil- 
itary reserve duty and the severe 
budgetary restrictions in the various 
institutes. The brain drain was a 
symptom of this, he said. A number 
of Israeli emigrant scientists work in 
the Pasteur Institute, where he does 
tissue research using skeletal muscle 
and neurons. . 

Gros praised Mitterrand for bis 
openness to science, adding that he 
had been generous with funds. As 
science adviser, Gros had dealt with 
issues ranging from Aids to the ethi- 
cal problems related to pharmaceu- 
ticals. The French government, he 
said, generally took his advice. But 
he left his post in 1985 in order to 
return to his laboratory. 

Asked about the qualities of a 
good scientist, Gros said that an 
“obsession” about one’s work was 
the prime necessity, followed by cu- 
riosity and patience. ; 

The participants in the leadership 
conference, whose theme is “To- 
wards 200),” are attending lectures 
on modem biology and human dis- 
ease, focusing on cancer and artifi- 
cial intelligence.

Three-day Judaism programme 


gearing

The troubles in the territories 
have caused tourism figures to tum- 
ble, but there are smiles on the faces 
of the teachers of “Discovery”. a 
three-day Judaism programme 
aimed primarily at tourists and stu- 
dents. which is gearing up for its 
biggest summer ever. 

“Our numbers so far are up over 
last year and we're hoping this will 
continue.” said Kenneth Spiro. pro- 
gramme director for Aleinu, an edu- 
cational outreach organization 
which suns the seminars and is affili- 
ated with the Jewish Quarter’s Ye- 
shivat Aish HaTorah. 


Spiro said that 666 people had 
participated in the programme so far 
this year. compared with 547 during 
the same period last year. The in- 
crease, he said. was due to the pro- 
gramme's “growing word of mouth 
Teputation.~” 


The curriculum consists of a series 
of twenty class sessions including 
“What is Torah”, “Codes in the To- 
rah”. “The Jewish Family, and 
“Mitzvot and Mysticism.~ 

In making their presentations. the 
instructors make a concerted effort 
to debunk negative stereotypes 


which participants may have of Ju- 
daism. Chana Appel, who teaches 
“The Jewish Family”, says she 
spends much of her class time on 
clearing up misconceptions. “Last 
year I had a young American stu- 
dent who asked me “Why do Ortho- 
dox Jews have sex through a hole in 
a sheet?" When I told him that they 
don’t, he argued back that he had 
actually seen these sheets hanging 
on clothes lines in Mea She'arim. 
They were two feet wide, four feet 
Jong, had a hole in the middle and 
strings on the corners, which he 
thought were used to tie the sheet to 
the bed comers. I had to explain to 
him what szitzit were.” 

The willingness of the teachers to 
respond to 2 wide range of questions 
was cited by many participants as 
the programme’s strong point. “All 
of the teachers are very open. In 
‘Discovery’ there's no such thing as 
a stupid question,” said 22-year-old 
Hamilton Lempert, a native of 
California. 

But another recent participant, 
coming from a Jewish day school 
background, expressed reservations 
about “Discovery”: “They were 
rapid-firing us with information and 
there wasn’t enough time to sort

things out. I coulda’t breathe and 
had to escape sometimes for a few 
minutes and take a break.” 

. “I also didn't find the presenta- 
tion on Torah codes to be'convinc- 
ing, although the iistructors wanted 
the codes ‘to be’ extremely impres- 
sive. In these kind of things what 
you find will often be what you're 
looking for,” the participant added. 


Several participants also ex- 
pressed concer over a “lack of at- 
tention” to pressing contemporary 
issues, such as the Palestinian upris- 
ing and a “lack of concern with oth- 
er religions’ attachments to Jerusa- 
lem,” that became evident when 
one of the instructors taught that in 
the messianic era the Dome of the 
Rock would be removed from the 
Temple Mount. 


_ “Discovery” made a more posi- 
tive impression on 27-year old Shar- 
on Hayes, who says that the class on 
“The Jewish Family” changed her 
social life by removing the negative 
image she had of arranged mar- 
viages: “I now think that a shiduch 
by someone you know is one of the 
wiser ways of meeting a mate. It's 
oy better than meeting in a

specific set of circumstances, the 
judge often turns lawmaker. “It is 
inevitable. In English law. the rul- 
ings of the highest legal echclons 
become law, unless they are super- 
seded by an act of Parliament.” 

It is different here. Shilo exam- 
ines an example in a study just pub- 
lished in a Festschrift for the late 
judge Shlomo Loewenberg. “Re- 
quiem for Finkelstein” tells of a case 
Shilo tried in 1968. A man called 
Finkelstein had married twice, and. 
according to the Ottoman law which 
Israel had adopted, Finkelstein’s 
offspring from both marriages 
would have inherited equal shares of 
his estate. “But in 1965 the Knesset 
changed the law. instituting a com- 
plicated system of calculation, 
which left the sons of the first mar- 


riage worse off than those of the 
second marriage. 1 thought the rule 
πορίσαι, contrary to the basic princi- 
ple af the law: but my decision was 
squashed by the High Court. wo of 
whose justices indicated that the law 
should be amended. Indecd, it was 
recently - eighteen years later!” 


IMMERSED as he is in law, Shiloh. 
like so many other members of the 
Israeli judiciary. has never been a 
Stranger (o extra-judicial activity. 
He has been a member of the 
judges’ panel in the national Bible 
competition. At the urging of his 
(late) friend. Aharon Zvi Propes, he 
became involved in the internation- 
al harp competition - “They have 
now mude me president of the Harp 
Society, hecause they were unable 
to decide whether the chairman 
should be a composer or a harp 
player.” For many years he was ac- 
live in the Tel Aviv Rotary Club. 
serving as its president for a spell. 

He also likes to write verse, espe- 
cially in celebrating festive occa- 
sions involving his fellow judges. 
Recently. when the controversy 
arose about ἃ hostile report on Isra- 
εἰ by NBC, he composed a limerick. 
in English: “There was once a bright 
young lady / Who thought that 
Truth on TV was shady / Only be- 
cause NBC / Was still BC / And 
refused to become AD.” 

Shilo is pleased that one of his 
sons became a fawyer (the other is a 
physicist). 

Shilo retired from the Bench five 
years ago, but was called for “re- 
serve duty” to the military court that 
heard [zat Nafsu’s appeal last year. 

See Judge Shilo and you see pla- 
cidity personified. But speak with 
him over a cup of tea and you'll find 
a worried man. He reads newspa- 
pers, and is worried by what he 
reads. “Do Jews want a Jewish state 
today?” The evidence does not 
seem to indicate they do: Diaspora 
Jews are not coming to live here, 
and those who are here seem to 
have lost the old pioneering spirit 
and even the ability to set aational 
goals and work towards them to- 
gether. Shilo says: "We seem to be 
able to unite only when our exis- 
tence is in jeopardy. Must disaster 
threaten before we act sanely ?" 

He does not pretend to know the 
answer.

Representatives of the biggest fi- 
nancial institutions in the U.S. have 
been ‘making their way to the Fi- 
nance Ministry in Jerusalem to try 
and get a piece of the action in the 
$5.5. billion foreign military suppo 
refunding. ; 
FMS is the U.S. bureaucratic 
short-hand for what is conventional- 
ly called military aid. Since 1984, 
Israel's chunk of this largesse - $1.8 
billion annually. in recent years -- 
has been given as a grant. Before 
that, though. it came in loan form. 
In particular, the billions of dollars 


‘that the U.S. gave Israel to help 


evacuate Sinai and build new air- 
fields in the Negev, were all “bor- 
rowed. 


Since then, though. the rate of 
interest has declined. In 1979-82, 
when Israel took the money. U.S. 
interest rates were at historic highs 
and Israc! ended up with loans 
stretching over 30 years with fixed 
interest rates of 13-14%. Over the 
last few years, these rates have de- 
clined to well below 10° per an- 
num. 

After a great deal of pressure. 
lobbying and legal maneuvering. the 
Reagan administration agreed to al- 
low Israel, and several other coun- 
tries that benefit from FMS pro- 

ammes, to reduce the interest 
rates on their outstanding debts, But 
this is much easier said than done. 
which explains why the financial 
wizards have been frequenting Jeru- 
salem of late. 

The U.S. budget law does not al-

low anything as straightforward as 
the granting of a new loan at lower 
interest rates to repay the old one. 
Instead, the debtor must raise a new 
loan in the market, and pay back the 
old one with it. For that to happen, 
at least at a reasonable interest rate, 
the administration agreed to guar- 
antee 90% of the new loan. 

Without this guarantee, which 
makes the loan effectively a U.S. 
government commitment, the mar- 
ket would demand a much higher 
interest rate, to reflect “Israel risk" 
as Israel’s status in the international 
loan market is euphemistically 
called. It would make the whole 
process not worthwhile. 

But the U.S. was not prepared to 
guarantee the whole lot, so that Is- 
rael risk did not di altogeth- 
er.

For that, invest- 
ment bankers put together sophisti- 
cated financial packages, which they 
sell to otber investment bankers, 
who have to do something with their 
clients’ funds in order to earn their

Home prices 
fell again 
in quarter 


The price of homes nationwide 
contined to decline in the first three 
months of the year, while ibe cost of 
building a home continued to rise, 
defying at least two items of conven- 
tionally accepted wisdom: {1} That 
demand should have been strong 
enough; at least in certain cities. to 
boost prices and (2) builders would 


in any case been have been moved 
to raise them because of their higher 
expenses. 


The Housing Price Index, re- 
leased last week along with the Con- 
sumer Prices Index, showed a 3.2% 
rise by end of the first quarter from 
December 1987, compared with 
6.9% for the CPI as a whole, mean- 
ing in real terms that prices fell. For 
April, they fell 1.6% compared to 
March. Prices have been lagging be- 
hind the CPI for the full 12 months 
since April 1987. 

The only area to show an im- 
provement in prices was Tel Aviv 
and environs, which showed an av- 


erage rise for January-March 
against October-December 1987 of 
7%: and the towns around Haifa 
Bay at 7.1%. both slightly ahead of 
the CPI. Jerusalem, which should 
have benefited from home buyers’ 
hesitancy to move to the territories, 
showed a nominal 4.1% gain (read, 
a decline), There werte sharper real 
falls in the Greater Te) Aviv area 
(Gush Dan), in Haifa and especially 
in the south. 


For the three months, the Build- 
ing Inputs Index was up 7%, which 
put it abead of the CPI, although for 
April it was up in nominal terms by 
only 0.7%.

LONDON (Reuter) — Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher and Chancellor 
of the Exchequer Nigel Lawson have 
settled their differences over the 
pound, and British banks cut inter- 
est rates in a concerted move to 
check 2 surge in sterling. 

In one of the most eagerly-awaited 
parliamentary appearances of her 
nine years in office, Thatcher on 
Tuesday defused a cabinet dispute 
over exchange rate policy which she 
had largely caused herself. 

““The chancellor and 1 entircly 
opree that we must maintain a firm 
monetary policy and ἃ downwards 
pull on inflation,” she told the Hause 
of Commons in a carefully-worded 
reply to opposition leader Neil Kin- 
pock. She added that their unanim- 
ity on economic policy was total. 

Her endorsement was widely 
hailed as a victory for Lawson, who 
has long sought to keep the value of 
sterling at around three Deutsch- 
marks. 

For two months as it shot up to 


just under 3.2 marks, 
After a late night chat between the 


two, the markets were told that Law- 
son’s view had when the 
Bank of England suddenly cut key 
interest rates half a point to 7.5%. 
The nation’s big five main strect 
banks quickly followed suit and ster- 
ling to end the day a pfennig 
down at 3.1744 marks and more 
than two cents down at $1.8635.

“You're getting some ackoowledge- 
ment from institutional investors 
that there’s a problem.” 

To a jarge extent. the drop re- 
flected fear in the financial markets 
that surging exports, growth in im- 
ports, higher commodity prices and 
strains in America’s productive ca- 
pacities are providing the elements 
for acute inflation and tightening in- 
terest rates. 

Brokers said the market's malaise 
also resulted from ἃ pervasive apa- 
thy among many investors who have 
lost patience with stocks and are 
moving into the more secure and 
increasingly attractive bond market.

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Who’s a rejectionist? 


REJECTIONISM. in the sense of a studied rejection of genu- 
ine peacemaking, is a bad word in the vocabulary of the 
American-Israeli discourse. But it is yet to be clearly enough 
defined so as to permit authoritative identification of those 


Middle East political leaders who are truly rejectionists. The 
Jack of clarity is reponsible for the discombobulation triggered 
in Israel by the White House statement put out this week after 
a meeting between President Ronald Reagan and Foreign 


Mr. Reagan's spokesman did make it clear that. in the 
president's view, the reproachful term “rejectionist’ does not 
fit Mr. Peres. On the contrary, the Labour Party chairman was 
lauded as a person who is “creative and has the courage and 
wisdom to say yes when real opportunities arise,”" for peace 
that is. But unlike Mr, Peres, the White House said, there are 
leaders who “are negative, consistently reject new ideas, fail to 
exploit realistic opportunities to bring about negotiations, and 


“In the end,” the statement observed, “they will have to 
answer to their own people for the suffering that will inevitably 


Who in the world could “they” be? The language was 
vaguely familiar: it recalled the remarks made, on the White 
House lawn, by Mr. Reagan while bidding his then Israeli 
visitor, Premier Yitzhak Shamir, farewell almost exactly two 
months ago. Those Middle East leaders who would say ‘‘No” 
to the U.S. -- meaning the Shultz plan for Middle East peace — 
the president warned, would need to “answer to themselves 
and to their own people as to why they turned down a realistic 
and sensible plan to achieve negotiations.” 

Whether or not that verbal stiletto was meant for Mr. 
Shamir, too, among others, Mr. Reagan made a point of 
noting that the premier had not actually used that word. “No.” 

Two months later Mr. Shamir has still nor used that specific 
word. In the absence of an explicit signal from Washington 
that the accumulated weight of his recent statements on the 
subject nevertheless amounted to one big ‘‘No,” the premicr’s 
media adviser was entitled to suggest, however whimsically.

then surely there was no reason for the premier to put a 
“hostile” construction on the White House statement. Let it

However Mr. Shamir’s own party does not believe this 
pretence. Supporters and rivals alike, inside Herut, rushed to 
defend him against what they described as a Peres-engineered 
U.S. libel. They excitedly advanced the theory that. while the 
voice that had in effect labelled the premier a rejectionist had 
been Mr. Reagan's, the word itself had been dictated by that 
latter-day Ahitophel, Shimon Peres. In the election campaign,

INFILTRATION

Speaking to reporters on a tour of 
the Gaza Suip, Rabin said that cur- 
rent incidence of disturbances bore 
little resemblance to that of two or 
three months ago. 

“The decline in violence, while 
gradual and subject to occasional 
ups. has proceeded continually over 
this period.” : 

Kibbutz members praised the 
IDF for its quick response to the 
infiltration attempt. and expressed 
satisfaction with the security mea- 
sures taken as soon as the first shots 
were heard. shartly before 9 p.m. on 
Tuesday. 

OC Central Command Aluf Am- 
ram Mitzna said. however. that it 
was too soon to tell if the incident 
signalled an increased effort on the 
part of the terrorists to infiltrate 
over the Jordanian border. 

Speaking to reporters here late on 
Tuesday night. Mitzna rejected the 
suggestion that the attack indicated 
any change in Jordan’s policy of pre- 
venting terrorist attacks on [srael 
from its territory. 

“Jordan is doing the best it can.” 
he said. 

Chief of General Staff Rav Aluf 
Dan Shomron. who visited the scene 
early yesterday moming. also de- 
nied there had been a change in 
Jordanian policy. 

“Any infiltration from Jordan is 
unusual. he said. 

Jordan yesterday officially denied 
any knowledge of the infiltration at- 
tempt, though Jordanian troops 
could be seen searching the area 
yesterday moming. 

“There was no gun battle. It's not 
true, it did not take place.” Jordani- 
an Information Minister Hani al- 
Khasawneh said in Amman. “Jos- 
dan‘s stand towards infiltrations is 
well-known, We don't permit 
them.” he said. | 

Khasawneh denied that Jordanian 
troops were searching for terrorists, 
but added: “Of course tev patrol 
the frontiers. That is part of their 
duty.” 

Conditions on the Jordanian side 
of the Jordan River facilitated the 
terrorists’ access to the border. Or- 
chards and thick vegetation extend 
right up to the river bank, where the 
water in places is only about knee- 
deep. The fence where the terrorists 
attempted to infiltrate. is less than 
50 metres from the river. 


The terrorists apparently began 
their infiltration attempt by wading 
across the river after dark, reaching 
the fence at approximately §:30. An 
IDF patrol that was sent to investi- 
gate arrived within a matter of min- 
utes. according to Rav Seren 
Aharon. commander of the reserve 
unit stationed in the area. 

The soldiers spotted a small hole 
in the fence and a set of footprints 
leading from it. just before being 
fired upon from the Jordanian side. 
the commander said. The patrol re- 
turned fire and. as soon as reinforce- 
ments arrived, began to search the 
Israeli side of the fence for the sole 
infiltrator. 

A few minutes later soldiers spot- 
ted movement in the underbrush be- 
tween the border road and Kfar 
Ruppin’s fishpond, and the infiltra- 
tor was captured after a brief ex- 
change of fire. According to Rav 
Seren Aharon. the terrorist was 
armed with a pistol and was de- 
scribed as young-looking. dressed in 
a khaki shirt and jeans. 

He called out in Arabic for the 
troops to “take care” of him, and 
within minutes he was receiving 
treatment from an army doctor. 

A live grenade was found and dis- 
armed nearby on the dirt expanse 
between the fence and the border 
road. The pin had been pulled, and 
the grenade was apparently placed 
so that the slightest movement 
would activate the timing fuse. 

Less than half an hour elapsed 
from the first exchange of fire until 
the capture of the terrorist accard- 
ing to kibbutz members who could 
hear the shooting clearly. IDF 
troops continued searching the area 
Tuesday night and again yesterday 
morning in an attempt to find traces 
of the remaining two terrorists. A 
second pistol was found during yes- 
terday's search, 

According to Kfar Ruppin mem- 
ber Rafi Natan. as soon as the 
shooting started the kibbutz was 
closed off and all the men grabbed 
their guns and ran to their positions. 

Natan expressed satisfaction with 
the amny’s and kibbutz’s responses 
to the attack. “We are very well 
organized.” he said. 

It was the first infiltration attempt 
from Jordan since December 24, 
when Israeli troops captured ἃ 
squad of three terrorists near Kib- 
butz Maoz Haim. 


THERE MAY BE countless ways in 
which one displays respect and con- 
cern for the rights of others, but I 
am told that last week I set a prece- 
dent, as a Jew, by joining an impris- 
oned Arab friend in a bunger strike. 
Frankly, three-and-a half days of 
fasting do not qualify as suffering in 
any serious sense. 

Far more painful was the stream 
of insults and curses spat out by 
Jewish passersby as I sat with fellow 
protesters: in Jerusalem's Russian 
Compound. Certainly, the magni- 
tude and vehemence of those ex- 
pressions of enmity deserve an arti- 
cle in themselves. For me, they were 
a brutal eye-opener that in broad 
segments of our society, the lack of 
tolerance toward dissenting views 
often reaches the point of un- 
abashed hatred for their 
proponents. 

Perhaps the most recurrent re- 
crimination hurled at us was phrased 
as a simple but stunning question: 
“Why are you helping an Arab?" 
That was neither the time nor the 
place to say so, but the fact is that 
the only other time, I had been in- 
volved in a hunger strike was 20 
years ago, when I sat opposite the 
Iraqi Embassy in London after a 
group of Jews had been hanged in 
Baghdad for “Zionist espionage ac- 
tivities.” and I joined in what 
proved to be a fruitless attempt to 
prevent a second round of 
executions. 

Had 1 bothered to make that 
point to my accusers. | am sure they 
would have understood my motive 
of solidarity with persecuted Jews. 
Our experience last week. however, 
was that too many of our fellow 
Jerusalemites find it convenient to 


forget that Judaism teaches not only’ 


“If 1 am not for myself. who will be 
for me?” but also “Love thy neigh- 
bour as thyself.” 

I regret to say that a striking num- 
ber of those who expressed the most 
vocal hostility toward us were wear- 
ing Kippot, and they were particular-

ly outraged at seeing other obser- 
vant Jews in our group. Attempts to 
engage these passersby in a dia- 
logue, explaining that no party or 
group has a monopoly on interpret- 
ing the political implications of Jew- 
ish values, were vebemently reject- 
ed. A good number of fanatics 
demanded that the observant mem- 
bers of our gfoup remove their 
kappor' 

ON A more general level, I was 
often asked why I opposed the de- 
portation of an Arab with extreme 
views. Before ever getting near 
questions of ideology -- i.e., what 
constitutes extreme views and what 
this icular man indeed stands for 
- I had great difficulty convincing 
my interlocutors that a man should 
not be persecuted for his beliefs: 
that it’s not necessary for me to 
agree with Mubarak Awad to op- 
pose his deportation, any more than 
T must agree with the members of 
the Land of Israel Movement or the 
“New Left” Matspen movement — 
with both of whom I profoundly dis- 
agree — to insist upon their right to 
believe as they do without fear of 
official harassment or molestation. 

A man must be judged not for his 
beliefs but for his deeds -- and then 
his deeds must be judged in a court 
of law, where he has a right to pre- 
sent evidence in his own defence. 
Professor Leibowitz has consistently 
called for conscientious objection, 
yet he remains a free man. By the 
same token. the men who have re- 
fused to do reserve duty in the terri- 
tories have been punished by being 
sentenced to a specified term of im- 
prisonment: they have not been giv- 
én the permanent punishment of ex- 
pulsion from the country. 

If Mubarak Awad is suspected of 
violating the law, he should be put 
on trial, judged, and duly sentenced 
for his crime - not summarily 


thrown out. Whether a man is a 
Jew, an Arab or a Hottentot should 
in no way affect his right not to 
suffer arbitrary treatment at the 
hands of the authorities. 


SOME PEOPLE on the left have 
been loath to express their support 
for Awad's rights, because they do 
not regard his position as compati- 
bie with their own. As to what Dr. 
Awad stands for, let me quote from 
the first statement he issued from 
prison on May 6: “For me as ἃ mod- 
erate, I stand by my faith that it is 
possible to have two states, an Israe- 


liand a Palestinian state in this land. 
I also believe that Palestinians can 
get their rights through. nonviolence 
and a campaign, of civil 
disobedience.” : 

This position was also expressed 
prior to his imprisonment, for exam- 
ple. in an interview published in 
Tikkun magazine: “I am for a two- 
state solution.

IN THESE UNCERTAIN times, 
when even President Reagan is said 
to be consulting the stars in order to 
rule the world, we can perhaps do 
just as well by turning to nature as a 
guide for our policies. 

And nature has sent me a mies- 
sage, loud and clear, that this is the 
year to make peace between Jew 
and Arab. T am passing it on “to 
whom it may concern,” hopefully 
not in vain. 

A quarter of a century ago, when 
we moved into a new home on the 
top of Mt. Carmel, there was ἃ 
gnarled piece of tree trunk lying out- 
side, left by the bulldozers clearing 
the land for the new housing 
development. 

We should have used the ground 
to plant a garden, but we couldn't 
afford to, and the log lay there. dis- 
regarded and undisturbed. on a bed 
of Carmel limestone with just a sliv- 
er af topsoil. 

After two years or 50. the log 
surprised us by sprouting a couple of 
green shoots. We did what we could 
to encourage it, cutting off all minor 
shoots to leave the field to the main 
effort. 

It bas long since grown into a fine

olive tree, providing shade and 
bearing small green olives in abun- 
dance one year and a little sparser 
the next, in the normal manner. 

Delighted with the first crop we 
tried to pickle the olives, but with so 
little success that we have since left 
them for passing Arabs to pick. and 
« welcome. 


SO WHY JS this year different from 
all other years? 

For one thing, the pine trees, that 
Mt. Carmel landmark, which usual- 
ly cover everything with a scratchy 
and hard-to-clean yellow pollen, be- 
haved themselves this year and left 
us clean. 

Nature seems td have got herself 
mixed up. and the pines awoke 
while the rains were still around. 
This heaven-sent washing machine 
weighed the pollen down and dis- 
persed it before it could settle. 

The second thing was that our old 
olive (branches 20 years old, root 
perhaps 2,000). sprouted a wealth of

pollen and flowers such as we have 
oever witnessed before in all the 
years since it resurrected itself into a 
fruit-bearing tree. 

Now everything around the house 
is covered with layers of pollen pet- 
als, obviously intended to give us a 
message. 

And the message is “Peuce."* For 
ever since Noah built the Ark, the 
olive has been the symbol of peace: 
and when it obtrudes itself so osten- 
tatiously, it must be bearing that 
Message. 


OUR TEXTBOOK tells us that 
“most of the olive’s flowers are im- 
Perfect and fruit cannot grow from 
them.” But this year there are so 
many of them that they must raise 
lots of hope. 

“They give off pollen and as a 
rule. the wind carries polien from 


flower to flower. In all the varieties 
of the olive, a tree can fertilize its 
flowers with its own pollen.” 

Could the message have been 
clearer? It is within ourselves to 
make peace. 

Moreover, perhaps nature wasn't 
as mixed up as we thought when it 
rept the rain late to wash tue pine 
pollen so that when our olive, the 
only one in the whole neighbour- 
hood, flowered, it should stand out 
the more prominently, “bright as a 
sur when only one is shining in the 
sky." 

But to go on with the text. 

“In occasional seasons there is ev- 
idence that the trees benefit if they 
receive pollen from other trees.” 

Let us not ignore this call to the 
nations to assist us in our quest for 


peace. 


THE OLIVE JS. of course, more 
than a symbol of peace. It symbol- 
izes the Jewish people too. Ever 
green, able to take root and flourish 


wherever it may be cast, or outcast, 
as our stump so remarkably demon- 


strated, and virtually indestructible. 
Unlike our pines, which curl up 


when even a light fire scorches: 


them, the olive “lives longer than 
most other fruit trees.” And finally, 


like us it originated here, in the east. . 


em Mediterranean. 


“There are olive trees in Palestine 


which probably date back to the be- 


ginning of the Christian era.” says: =. 
the textbook. Not quite as long as-’ 


we do, but.quite a time. π᾿ 

Our tree bas been flourishing 
20 years, but until this spring it nev. 
er sent a particular message, at least 


none clear enough to be noticed... 


But this is clearly the year of the 
flowering olive showing the way to 
peace. Can we afford to miss it, 
considering that next year there 
won't be any flowers? 

Maan in trouble will clutch at a 
straw. Would it be shameful to cling 
to the olive tree, so much nobler in 
appearance and history, and ‘the 


message it is so obviously deter- _ 


mined to convey this spring?
